These will deal 
in foodstuffs cotton cioth and 
yarn, salt, coal, local products 
and miscelancoun goods, Bran- 
ches of these companies will be 
established fm all major Chinese 
citles to regulate the supply of 
essential poods to the populace. 

Six other trading concerns 
Anve been or are being estab- 
lished. These deal in bristles, 
local products for export, fats 
and olls, imported goods, tea 
and mining products, 

All these State concerns will 
handle China’s fmport and cx~ 
port trade, The Ministry of 
Trade will regulate thelr capl- 
tal and stock. The Ministry 
will also determine the wholc- 
sale procers of essential com- 
modities in the major cities, 
the Radio further 
Reuter.
